EXPERTS SPEAK: 
Marin County Too Big For 
Only One Municipal Court 


Marin County Peace Officers’ As­ 
sociation heard Judge A. F. Bray 
and Judicial Council advisor Elvers 
E. Woolitz describe proposed chang­ 
es in California’s lower courts at a 
meeting last night in 
Star Hall, 
San Anselmo. 
"There should be fewer 
courts 
and fewer kinds of courts,** Judge 
Bray said. The judge presides over 
the district court of appeals. 
"Right now there is one court for 
every 7000 people in Marin county. 
Throughout the state we have 768 
courts under the superior courts. 
Those are the city and 
township 
courts. In some places a lawyer may 
select any one of three or four 
courts to take his client’s case.” 
Judge Bray said that San Rafael 
Yownship with its 48,000 
people 
would have a municipal court under 
the new law. Other areas like Sau- 
sallto and Tómales would hsve the 
only other kind of lower court in 
tho county, the justice court. 


"Some people have suggested that 
the county have only one court, but 
it is really too big for just one. San 
Rafael would have its municipal 
court under the proposed 
setup, 
while towns out of the San Rafael 
area would have their justice courts. 
At present a person from Sausanto 
cai sue some one either in San Ra­ 
fael or Sausalito.” 
Under the new system, however, 
all cases from $500-$3000 would go 
to Marin’s only municipal court in 
San Rafael. The latter could would 
hold special sessions 
around 
the 
county for sums over $500. Justice 
courts would handle sums 
under 
$500; where a town was considered 
inside the 
San Rafael 
township 
area, a person from that town would 
have to come to San Rafael for any 
case involving an amount 
under 
$3000. 
Judge Bray warned that the courts 
must be left in the hands of the 
people. 


“Lower courts should never have 
been called Inferior courts.' That 
is a poor name for them. These are 
the courts closest to the people and 
they must not be taken away from 
the people. But there has been no 
overall reform Since our constitution 
was adopted in 1849. There were 
just piecemeal amendments, so that 
now there is too much duplication 
and overlapping among our lower 
courts.” 
Elvera E. Woolitz, special advisor 
to the Judicial Council in Sacra­ 
mento, told the peace officer» that 
Caliiornians have a good chance to 
reform their lower court system. 
“We have a wonderful opportun­ 
ity to reorganize our courts in Cali­ 
fornia. 
We can have one of the 
finest court systems in the country. 
Already we have won much acclaim 
for our new law,” Miss Woolitz said. 
Miss Woolitz warned that Marin 
supervisors will have to stick close

State Bridge Engineer Calls 
For Start On Richmond Span 


Plans for the San Raiael-Rich- 
mond bridge should be speedily com­ 
pleted even hi the face of the un­ 
certain m a t e r i a l s situation, and 
should be ready for immediate use, 
once materials are available. 
This was the message of the bridge 
consulting engineer, Ralph A. Tu­ 
dor, speaking before the San Fran­ 
cisco section of the American So­ 
ciety of Civil Engineers at the En­ 
gineers chib in San Francisco last 
night. 
* 
Tudor pointed out it would take 
at least 3% years to get traffic on 
the bridge from the time construc­ 
tion starts. The project is estimat­ 
ed to cost $53,900,000. 


Plans and specifications, how­ 
ever, he stated, can be completed in 
one year. 
He indicated that if the coat to 
build the bridge in one unit would 
be too great, two building steps 
could be taken. 
First, the lower deck could be 
built and be put into use. Second, 
the upper deck could be constructed 
without interfering with traffic on 
the lower level He said this would 
bring a saving on the lower deck of 
six to ten million dollars.

In a recent survey made of the 
leading causes of death, heart dis­ 
ease in one year claimed the lives of 
638,000 persons in the United States 
as compared to these other leading 
causes: cancer, 197,000; accidents, 
93,000; nephritis, tl,000; pneumonia, 
56.000, and tuberculosis, 44,000. 
The keynote of the 1951

fund campaign is "New Hope for 
Hearts” with a goal to help achievt 
new scientific advances and public 
health progress in combating the 
disease.

Oglesby said at the meeting that 
half of the right-of-way belongs to 
Neils Schultz of the Greenbrae 
company and half to another per­ 
son whose name he did not reveal. 
He said both men had indicated 
that they would give up the land 
free of charge. 
The plan contains these elements 
brought out at the meeting last 
night: 
1. Oglesby would work on the 80- 
foot acquisition hoping to get the 
land set aside for road use in the 
next few weeks. This road would be 
a westerly extension of Bon Air road 
which now leads to the hospital site 
from Sir Francis Drake boulevard. 
2. As explained by Kennedy, the 
hospital district has already pro­ 
vided an 80-foot right-of-way and 
highway from Sir Francis Drake to 
the hospital site. This was made, he 
explained, in excess of the hospital’s 
needs in anticipation of an ex­ 
tension of it. 
MORE NEEDED 
3. Another strip is needed from 
the hospital to the middle of the 
creek to meet the Larkspur end of 
the proposed road. A committee 
composed of persons to be appointed 
by the Larkspur city council and 
member of the hospital board would 
seek relief on this section from the 
Board of Supervisors. 
4. State and federal authorities 
would be consulted on the advisa­ 
bility of building a fixed bridge over 
the creek. The stream is considered 
navigable and hence would require 
a draw bridge and this would be 
more expensive. Ogeisby said he does 
not think they would have any dif­ 
ficulty in getting state and federal 
permission for a fixed bridge. 
“The traffic on the nearby roads 
(8ir Francis Drake, Highway 101, 
and Magnolia avenue),” Kennedy 
explained, "is not free moving. 
Eighty-five per cent ef Marin’s 
population lives within a five mile 
radius of the hospital site. San Ra­ 
fael has the Wolfe grade road but 
it is a major task to travel on it. 
San Rafael, the Ross Valley towns, 
and those towns on the other side 
of the mountain need an easy ac­ 
cess, not just to the hospital, but to 
serve the best interests of the whole 
area.” 


EASY ACCESS 
The marsh road would almost con­ 
nect with the Wolfe and D street 
grades in San Rafael, and if the 
latter routes were improved, would 
provide easy travel from the twin 
cities to the county seat. 
"We hope of the Board of Super­ 
visors,” said Kennedy, "and others 
interested will get rapid access over 
to San Rafael. The county master 
plan provides, also for a parallel 
road to Sir Francis Drake, through 
the marshes to Keht field. Our cross 
access road would be the first step 
to provide free movement of traffic.” 
City planners and councilmen 
also pointed out that the road would 
be a vital link between the two por­ 
tions of Larkspur. The road would 
provide easy access between the 
downtown setcion of Larkspur and 
the recently acquired portions of 
Greenbrae in the apartment district

Marin County Too Big For 
Only One Municipal Court 


Marin County Peace Officers’ As­ 
sociation heard Jutjge A. P. Bray 
and Judicial Council advisor Elvera 
E. Woolitz describe1 proposed, chang­ 
es in California's lower courts at a 
meeting last night in 
Star Hall, 
San Anselmo. 
“There should be fewer 
courts 
and fewer kinds of courts,” Judge 
Bray said. The judge presides over 
the district court of appeals. 
‘Right now there is one court ¿or 
every 7000 people in Marin county. 
Throughout the state we have 768 
courts under the superior courts. 
Those are the city and township 
courts. In some places a lawyer may 
select any one of three or four 
courts to take his client’s case.” 
Judge Bray said that San Rafael 
’fownship with its 48,000 
people 
would have a municipal court under 
the new .lavr. Other areas like Sau— 
salito and Tómales would have the 
only other kind of lower court in 
the county, the justice court. 


“Some people have suggested that 
the county have only one court, but 
it is really too big for just one. San 
Rafael would have its municipal 
court' under the proposed 
setup, 
while towns out of the San Rafael 
area would have their justice courts. 
At present a person from Sausalito 
cai sue some one either in San Ra­ 
fael or Sausalito.” 
Under the new system, however, 
all cases from $500-$3000 would go 
to Marin’s only municipal court in 
San Rafael. The latter could would 
hold special sessions around 
the 
county for sums over $500. Justice 
courts would handle sums 
under 
$500; where a town was considered 
inside the 
San Rafael 
township 
area, a person from that town would 
have to come to San Rafael for any 
case involving an amount 
under 
$3000. 
Judge Bray warned that the courts 
must be left in the hands of the 
people. 


i 
“Lower courts should never have 
been called Inferior courts.' That 
is a poor name for them. These are 
the courts closest to the people and 
they must not be taken away from 
the people. Lsut there has been no 
overall reform since our constitution 
was adopted in 1849. There were 
just piecemeal amendments, so that 
now there is too much duplication 
and overlapping among our lower 
courts.” 
Elvera E. Woolitz, special advisor 
to the Judicial Council in Sacra­ 
mento, told the peace officers that 
Caliiornians have a good chance to 
reform their lower court system. 
“We have a wonderful opportun­ 
ity to reorganize our courts in Cali­ 
fornia. We can have one of the 
finest court systems in the country. 
Already we have won much acclaim

It was unfortunate that a personal matter 
should blow the fid off and speed the super­ 
visor» to action. 
Dismissal of county or any 
other employee should be done as a result of 
a study of the facts and dear thinking on them. 
Mello's dismissal was inevitable. There was 
sharp dissention between the board and the fire 
chief. There was a definite choosing up sides in 
public, with Mello seeking support and the 
supervisors reinforcing themselves for the even­ 
tual decision. 
It went beyond the mere job of chief and in­ 
vaded the realm of complete disposal of the 
county department by turning it over to the 
state. That question is still pending. 
But now the air has been deared. There is 
a new chief of the county fire department. It it 
up to the superv isors and to the members of the 
department, as well as the general public, to give 
him a chance and a helping hand.

Pension Study Needed 


The survey of California’s pension system for 
the aged needy made by the State Chamber of 
Commerce points up the need for a thorough 
review and re assessment of the whole setup. 
The survey does not question the right of the 
needy aged to state help. But it points out that 
the number of Californians over the age of 65 
receiving public assistance is more than double 
the national average. This aid costs California 
taxpayers $19,000,000 a month, which is three 
times as much as that of New York with its four 
or five million more residents. 
Any modification of the present pension sys­ 
tem may be difficult to bring about due to the 
pressure that would be put upon the Legislature 
by those who benefit directly or indirectly. 
There is a need however, for correcting some of 
the overly-liberal provisions especially in regard 
to the property which pensioners may own and 
the extent of responsibility of the children for 
their parents* welfare. 
No one truly deserving of public aid need be 
deprived of that assistance but it was never the 
intention of the people that the pension system 
should serve as a reward to anyone for merely 
reaching the age of 65, nor that it should attract 
elderly citizens from all sections of the country. 
However generous we might like to be there 
are limits to our solvency.—California Common* 
taior.

At early aa ISIS, the State High­ 
way Engineers determined that the 
through traffic on the highway 
ptfiw y through San Rafael could 
net be handled on the city street 
system of the City of San Rafael. 
At this time, all highway traffic 
was required to use Lincoln Avenue 
which was a city street 42 feet in 
width, curb to curb, with parallel 
parking on each side, leaving a 
net width of 26 feet for vehicular 
traffic; that is, a two lane road­ 
way. 
Our etty authorities cooperated 
with the Division of Highways by 
furnishing property valuations on 
six routes which were initially un­ 
der consideration for the location 
of the new highway. After complete 
cost studies had been completed 
it waa determined that the most 
feasible plan would be the con- 
struetkm ef a new roadway about 
two miles in length, more or less, 
parallel with Lincoln Avenue, which 
runs north and south through the 
city. 
In analysing the route it was 
obvious that it would cross five 
city streets running east and west, 
all of which carried a substantial 
volume of vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic, in addition to three street* 
carrying a minor volume of traffic. 
It would have been impractical to 
create five new hazardous inter­ 
sections at the locations of the 
major street crossings, and it was 
also necessary to dose off the three 
minor street crossings with the pro- 
new route of the highway. 
Approximately 036 miles of this 
new route was through an area 
where a large creek flowed so that 
the design and construction of an 
overhead structure accomplished 
two purposes; the elimination of 
the grade crossings of the streets 
in that a m and the elimination of 
the necessity ef constructing a 
storm water culvert to carry the 
creek water. 
When the local merchants heard 
of the plan te construct the over­ 
head, objections were voiced, par­ 
ticularly from drug stores, res­ 
taurants, soda fountains, bars and 
service stations. These merchants 
contended that the loss of the 
highway trade would seriously dim­ 
inish their business. 
The proponents of the realign­ 
ment project, headed by the City 
Council, urged the state authorities 
to proceed with the project On 
December 16, 1941 the project was 
completed as a limited access free­ 
way at a total oost of about $902,- 
000. 
The definition of a freeway Is 
an express way with full control 
ef access. The northerly one mile 
portion of this highway is a true 
freeway; that it, no exchange of 
traffic between the highway and 
the city street system is permitted. 
The middle 036 mile portion, 
which X previously motioned, fa 
an overpass structure of four lanes, 
with a center dividing strip, and 
this structure crosses over the 
four major city stm ts. 
The southerly 034 mile portion 
of the project included two service 
or frontage roads, one on each side 
of the main highway. 
The exchange of traffic between 
the highway and service roads or 
city streets is accomplished by a 
southbound connection to Lincoln 
Avtsiue at the northerly end ef 


the highway, two underpass struc­ 
tures, one at the northerly end 
and one at Linden Lane, which 1a 
^ main eity street about 0.60 ef a 
mile south ef the northerly end. 
The latter structure includes a 
ped«strain walkway. 
Also, included are two “on” and 
two “o f f connections, one pair 
of which la to be built this year 
aa part of the project ef widening 
the southerly 6.64 mile portion of 
the highway from 4 to 6 lanes. 
There has been no justified com­ 
plaint from anyone since the free­ 
way waa built, and X shudder to 
visualise what the situation would 
be in San Rafael today if the high­ 
way traffic were mingled with the 
local vehicular traffic. Our current 
traffic counts indicate 16,400 vehic­ 
les per week day with 21,400 ve­ 
hicles per Saturday on the free­ 
way, and 34,600 vehicles per week 
day with 36300 vehicles per Satur­ 
day traveling on all of the five 
major streets which cross under 
the freeway as now constructed. 
The only way that this traffic 
flow could bs regulated would be 
by the installation of traffic sig­ 
nals, and this would naturally slow 
down the flow considerably and 
defeat the primary state highway 
freeway objective of keeping high­ 
way traffic from intermingling aa 
much as possible with local city 
traffic. 
We in San Rafael are definitely 
of a single mind that the con­ 
struction of the state highway 


through our community was the 
most desirable single project that 
we have ever had accomplished 
in recent yean for the safety and 
welfare of our own citizens aa well 
as the motoring public who use 
this facility. 
Now as to the effect on the land 
us« pattern of our city, San Rafael 
is largely a residential community 
with schools, a reasonably large 
trading center, commercial district 
and small Industries and manu­ 
facturing concerns. The northerly 
one-third of our freeway bisects 
a first residential district. The two 
underpass structures which the 
state has built adequately connect 
the two sections of our city lying 
on either side of the freeway. 
The middle one-third, which is 
the overpass structure portion of 
the freeway passes over the easterly 
extremity of the commercial dis­ 
trict and a small portion ef resi­ 
dential area. There is some noise 
created due to heavy trucking, 
but it has not reached disturbing 
proportions. 
The southerly one-third of the 
freeway passes through our indus­ 
trial area, but /here me service 
roads provide for adequate de­ 
velopment and further expansion 
of this area. 
To summarize, the San Rafael 
freeway has not caused any notice­ 
able depreciation or deterioration 
in property values in the area 
through which the freeway ex­ 
tends.

SPEAKING OF FRANCO’S relations with 
Nazi Germany, I ran into an interesting state­ 
ment sometime ago by a German who was ar\ 
official in the foreign office during the Hitler 
regime. 
I «ked him «bout Spain’, relation, 
with Germany, and he told me of a meeting he 
witnessed between Hitler and Franco during 
the war. 
The two dictators met near the Spanish- 
French frontier. Hitler asked Franco to permit 
German troops to cross Spain and establish a 
base near Gibraltar. 
Franco refused, my informant related. Hitler 
begged and then raged, but Franco stood firm. 
Finally the Nazi chief, furious and white of face, 
turned his back squarely on Franco and stalked 
away. 
That was the end of this momentous 
conference. 
However, Franco did have aid from Germany 
and Italy and therefore in many minds remains 
tarred with the Nazi-Fascist brush. 
Naturally 
the question of including Spain in the Atlantic 
treaty isn't a matter to be decided by America. 
It is an international problem. 


THE LATIN AMERICAN countries gener­ 
ally would be for resumption of normal relations 
. with Spain. However, Britain probably would 
be considerably embarraiscd because of anti- 
Franco feeling among her people. 
The same 
would be true of France. 
And naturally all 
Communist sympathizers are against Franco 
Spain because the Spanish republican govern­ 
ment which Franco overthrew had a decidedly 
Red tinge. 
Still, all things considered, one would expect 
that the democracies would try to get Spain into 
the Atlantic alliance in due course — perhaps 
sooner than later. Should Franco agree to this, 
hr would bring to the alliance great strength, 
both because of his army, which is one of the 
largest in Europe, and because of Spain's strate­ 
gic position at the gateway between the Mediter­ 
ranean and the Atlantic 
Secretary Acheson 
summed the position up like this: 
‘T he importance of the assistance of Spain in 
the defense of western Europe is clear. The rela­ 
tions of this country and other countries with 
Spain, I hope, are entering a new phase.” 


Finding The Cause 
O f Headaches Problem 
For Special Clinics 


One of the bigger! of today’s 
medical headaches is headache. 
Rated by many authorities as the 
most common of all complaints, 
its victims are legion. I am not 
speaking of those who have head­ 
aches occasionally or in slight de­ 
gree, but of those who suffer from 
it in severe and recurrent form, 
and for whom many measures are 
often tried without bringing re­ 
lief. The problem they present is 
so complicated that in a number 
of cities headache clinics have 
been established to search out, in 
scientific manner, the many causes 
of this distressing symptom. 
For headache is only a symp­ 
tom. That is what makes it such 
a problem, since it can be due to 
a wide variety of disorders. The 
chief difficulty is to find its cause 
in the individual case as only then 
can it bo successfully treated. 


SIMPLE AND SCIENTIFIC 
Among the various suggested 
classifications of headache, the 
following has the merit of being 
simple as well as scientific. 
First art the headaches due to 
disorders of the skull. These may 
come from irritation of the lining 
. membrane over the brain, from 
infection, or from bleeding. They 
also include headaches due to brain 
tumors and abscesses. 
In the second group are head­ 
aches due to mental or psycho­ 
genic disorders, including those 
of nervous tension or anxiety. 
In the third group are the head­ 
aches due to injuries. 
In the fourth group are head­ 
aches due to disturbances of the 
circulation, including m i g r a i n e 
headaches from high blood pres­ 
sure, and headaches due to exces­ 
sive histamine in the body. Mi­ 
graine is a disorder in which the 
headaches are usually limited to 
one side of the head and are ac­ 
companied by s i c k n e s s at the 
stomach. It is thought that al­ 


lergy or oversensitivity may be 
a factor here 
Histamine headaches are simi­ 
lar in that here also the pain is 
often limited to one side and the 
headaches occur in attacks at ir­ 
regular intervals. Treatment with 
injections of gradually-increasing 
doses of histamine sometimes gives 
relief. 


NERVE DISTURBANCE 
In the fifth group are head 
aches due to neuralgia, which 
means there is some disturbance 
of the nerves. 
Many headaches are the result 
of conditions affecting the eyes, 
nose, and nasal sinuses. 
It is a well-known fact tfcat 
headaches often are present in 
infections in which there is fever. 
Because of the large number 
causes of headache, it can be seen 
that whenever a person suffers 
from this eympton he is in need 
of a thorough, careful study to 
determine the source before any 
attempt at treatment is made. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
8. If.:Will you please advise me 
as to the source and cause of 
herpes? Is it considered serious? 
Answer: There are two types of 
herpes, herpes labialis, commonly 
known as cold sores, and herpes 
zoster, aslo called shingles. 
Cold sores are due to a virus in­ 
fection, and are frequently associa­ 
ted with the common cold, pneu­ 
monia, or other infections that 
commonly occur following colds. 
Herpes zoster is an inflamma­ 
tory disease of the skin in which 
there are groups of blisters dis­ 
tributed along the course of one 
or more of the nerves in the skin. 
It usually occur* in people whose 
resistance has been lowered by 
overwork or* disease. The appear­ 
ance of the blisters is preceded 
by pain in the affected regions. 
The condition occurs more fre­ 
quently during cold, damp weather. 
The cause in the greatest number 
of cases is probably an infection. 
The two conditions mentioned 
are not considered serious.

It went beyond the mere job of chief and in­ 
vaded the realm of complete disposal of the 
county department by turning it over to the 
state. That question is still pending. 
But now the air has been cleared.

It is 
up to the supervisors and to the members of the 
department, as well as the general public, to give 
him a chance and a helping hand. 
We wish Acting Chief Warden Charles R. 
Reilley a successful administration and offer our 
help to make it so. 
T o former chief Gamillo Mello we say thank 
you for three years of service as chief during 
which time we know you did all you could to 
make the department a success. There have been 
few major fires during your regime and to you 
for that much credit is due. We wish you luck 
In whatever you decide to do in the future.

Pension Study Needed 


The survey of California's pension system for 
the aged needy made by the State Chamber of 
Commerce points up the need for a thorough 
review and re-assessment of the whole setup. 
The survey does not question the right of the 
needy aged to state help. But it points out that 
the number of Californians over the age of 65 
receiving public assistance is more than double 
the national average. This aid costs California 
taxpayers 119,000,000 a month, which is three 
times as much as that of New York with its four 
or five million more residents. 
Any modification of the present pension sys­ 
tem may be difficult to bring about due to the 
pressure that would be put upon the Legislature 
by those who benefit directly or indirectly. 
There is a need however, for correcting some of 
the overly-liberal provisions especially in regard 
to the property which pensioners may own and 
the extent of responsibility of the children for 
their parents* welfare. 
No one truly deserving of public aid need be 
deprived of that assistance but It was never the 
intention of the people that the pension system 
should serve as a reward to anyone for merely 
reaching the age of 65, nor that it should attract 
elderly citizens from all sections of the country. 
However generous we might like to be there 
are limits to our solvency.—California Comment

After complete 
cost studies had been completed 
It waa determined that the most 
feasible plan would be the con­ 
struction of a new roadway about 
two miles In length, more or less, 
parallel with Lincoln Avenue, which 
runs north and south through the 
dty. 
In analyzing the route it was 
obvious that it would cross five 
city streets running east and west, 
all of which carried a substantial 
volume of vehicular and pedestrian 
traffic, in addition to three streets 
carrying a minor volume of traffic. 
It would have been Impractical to 
create five new hazardous inter­ 
sections at the locations of the 
major street crossings, and It was 
also necessary to close off the three 
minor street crossings with the pro­ 
posed new route of the highway. 
Approximately 0.36 miles of this 
new route was through an area 
where a large creek flowed so that 
the design and construction of an 
overhead structure accomplished 
two purposes; the elimination of 
the grade crossings of the streets

Atlantic Family

Secretary of State Acheson's statement to the 
Senate foreign relations committee that he hopes 
Spain can be linked into the Atlantic commu­ 
nity'» defense plan, will be received with mixed 
emotions both at home and abroad. 
There can of course be no question about the 
defensive value of Spain as an ally. This is true 
both because of her highly strategic position and 
because of her military strength. 
However, there also can be no question that 
it will be long before Generalissimo Franco is 
forgiven for accepting Nazi and Fascist aid dur­ 
ing his revolution which brought him to power. 
And there is a heavy black mark against him 
because of his totalitarian government. 
Democracy and dictatorship are uncomfort­ 
able associates. Still, the democracies long have 
been doing business with totaltarian regimes 
(which need no identification here) and so 
there would seem to be no special reason for 
excluding Spain.

SPEAKING OF FRANCO'S relations with 
Nazi Germany, I ran into ait interesting state­ 
ment sometime ago by a German who was ai\ 
official in the foreign office during the Hitler 
regime. 
I asked him about Spain's relations 
with Germany, and he told me of a meeting he 
witnessed between Hitler and Franco during 
the war. 
The two dictators met near the Spanish- 
French frontier. Jfitler asked Franco to permit 
German troops to cross Spain and establish a 
base near Gibraltar. 
Franco refused, my informant related. Hitler 
begged and then raged, but Franco stood firm. 
Finally the Nazi chief, furious and white of face, 
turned his back squarely on Franco and stalked 
away. 
That was the end of this momentous 
conference. 
However, Franco did have aid from Germany 
and Italy and therefore in many minds remains 
tarred with the Nazi-Fascist brush. 
Naturally 
the question of including Spain in the Atlantic 
treaty isn’t a matter to be decided by America. 
It is an international problem.

Finding The Cause 
Of Headaches Problem 
For Special Clinics 


One of the bigger! of today’s 
medical headaches is headache. 
Rated by many authorities as the 
most common of all complaints, 
its victims are legion. I am not 
speaking of those who have head­ 
aches occasionally or in slight de­ 
gree, but of those who suffer from 
it in severe and recurrent form, 
and for whom many measures are 
* often tried without bringing re­ 
lief. The problem they present is 
so complicated that in a number 
of cities headache clinics have 
been established to search out, in 
scientific manner, the many causes 
of this distressing symptom. 
For headache is only a symp­ 
tom. That is what makes it such 
a problem, since it can be due to 
a wide variety of disorders. Tha 
chief difficulty is to find its cause 
in the individual case as only then 
can it be successfully treated. 


SIMPLE AND SCIENTIFIC 
Among the various suggested 
classifications of headache, the 
following has the merit of being 
simple as well as scientific. 
First are the headaches due to 
disorders of the skull. These may 
come from irritation of the lining 
membrane over the brain, from 
infection, or from bleeding. They 
also include headaches due to brain 
tumors and abscesses. 
In the second group are head­ 
aches due Co mental or psycho­ 
genic disorders, Including thosa 
of nervous tension or anxiety. 
In the third group are the heed- 
tches due to Injuries. 
In the fourth group are head­ 
aches due to disturbances of the 
circulation, Including m i g r a i n e 
headaches from high blood pres­ 
sure, end headaches due to exces­ 
sive histamine In the body. Mi­ 
graine is a disorder in which the 
headaches are usually limited to 
one side of the head and are ac­ 
companied by s i c k n e s s at the 
stomach. It is thought that al­ 


lergy or ©versenaitivity may be 
a factor here 
Histamine headaches are simi­ 
lar in that here also the pain is 
often limited to one side and the 
headaches occur in attacks at ir­ 
regular intervals. Treatment with 
injections of gradually-increasing 
doses of histamine sometimes gives 
relief. 


NERVE DISTURBANCE 
In the fifth group are head 
aches due to neuralgia, which 
means there is some disturbance 
of the nerves, 
Many headaches are the result 
of conditions affecting the eyes, 
nose, and nasal sinuses. 
It is a well-known fact that 
headaches often are present in 
infections In which there Is fever. 
Because ef the large number 
causes of headache, It can be seen 
that whenever a person suffers 
from this sympton he is in need 
of a thorough, careful study to 
determine the source before any 
attempt at treatment is made. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
8. H.tWill you please advise me 
as to the source and cause of 
herpes? Is It considered serious? 
Answer: There ire two types of 
herpe*, herpes labialis, commonly 
known as cold sores, and herpes 
soster, aslo called shingles. 
Cold sores are due to a virus in­ 
fection, and are frequently associa­ 
ted with the common cold, pneu­ 
monia, or other infections that 
commonly occur following colds. 
Herpes zoster is an inflamma­ 
tory disease of the skin in which 
there are groups of blisters dis­ 
tributed along the course of one 
or more of the nerves In the skin. 
It usually occur* in people whose 
resistance he* been lowered by 
overwork or# disease. The appear­ 
ance of the blisters is preceded 
by pain in the affected regions. 
The condition occurs more fre­ 
quently during cold, damp weather. 
The cause in the greatest number 
of cases is probably an infection. 
The two conditions mentioned 
are not considered serious.
